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Comment  on  Vital  Statistics. 

The  Birth  Rate  (17.0  per  1,000  of  the  population)  is  the  lowest 
ever  recorded  since  the  Urban  District  was  formed  in  1915  ■ Since 
1947,  when  the  birth  rate  reached  26.6  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
there  has  been  a gradual  reduction  in  the  number  of  births  and1  this 
is  an  important  factor  in  the  siting  and  erection  of  new  schools.  It 
is  also  noted  that  with  the  preponderance  of  new  council  houses 
being  erected  in  the  Woodlands  area  the  birth  rate  in  Carcroft  and 
Skellow  areas  is  very  low.  A re-distribution  in  the  working  areas  of 
midwives  and  health  visitors  is  now  necessitated. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  increased  by  8 during  the 
year  and  the  number  of  still  births  remained  at  10. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate,  that  is  the  death  of  children  under 
1 year  of  age  per  1,000  births,  has  unfortunately  risen  to  47-65  The 
actual  number  of  children  who  died  before  reaching  1 year  of  age 
was  15,  and  the  table  shows  the  result  of  an  investigation  into  this 
unfortunate  loss  of  young  lives.  Prematurity  with  its  resultant 
impairment  of  the  vitality  of  these  young  infants  is  always  a factor 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  (as  a later  table  shows)  that  out  of  26 
such  births  22  survived  and  are  thriving.  The  deaths  of  5 infants 
occurred  in  the  first  24  hours  of  life.  There  is  still  a demand  in  some 
quarters  for  special  wards  to  nurse  all  premature  infants,  but  I am 
strongly  of  the  opinion  that  if  prematurity  is  not  complicated'  by 
any  other  condition  then  the  premature  child  is  much  better  left 
in  its  own  home  cared  for  by  the  mother,  and  extra  help  supplied 
in  the  form  of  nursing  and  domestic  help. 

The  death  rate  for  the  district  remains  practically  unchanged, 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  no  deaths  occurred  by  reason  of 
pregnancy  or  childbirth.

These  clinics  are  in  no  way  treatment  centres  and  children 
found  to  require  active  medical  treatment  are  referred  to  their  own 
doctors.  The  object  of  these  clinics  is  to  advise  mothers  on  the 
rearing  and  feeding  of  infants  and  children,  and  to  detect  and 
arrange  for  the  treatment  of  any  abnormalities  at  the  very  earliest 

moment.  TT  ...  .. 

Every  effort  is  made  by  the  Medical  Officer,  Health  Visitors 
and  Midwives  to  encourage  mothers  to  Dreast  feed  their  children. 
The  advantages  of  breast  feeding  are  not  always  understood  and 
in  too  many  cases  the  mothers  discontinue  for  their  own  convenience 
Where  all  efforts  have  failed,  artificial  feeding  is  introduced  and 
the  mothers  can  buy  these  foods,  and  cod-liver  oil,  orange  juice, 

etc.,  at  cost  price.  . , ... 

The  work  of  the  voluntary  committee  at  these  clinics  is 

The  numbers  of  mothers  and  children  attending  these  clinics 
continues  to  be  satisfactory. 
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It  is  hoped  in  the  very  near  future  that  premises  at  Carcroft 
and  Woodlands  are  to  be  owned  by  the  W.R.C.C.  and  fitted  up  as 
first-class  clinics  with  excellent  amenities. 

(b)  HOME  VISITS 

With  the  passing  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the  duties 
of  Health  Visitors  have  been  considerably  extended  and  cover  not 
only  pre-school  children,  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  but  all 
members  of  the  community. 

Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Almoner  at  the 
hospital  and  cases  discharged  which  require  nursing  or  domestic 
help  are  visited  at  once  and  the  necessary  help  made  available.

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

These  clinics  are  each  staffed  by  a Medical  Officer,  Health 
Visitor  and  Midwife.  With  the  free  medical  care  available  to  a 
pregnant  woman  during  pregnancy  and  childbirth  the  numbers 
attending  are  showing  a decline,  and  the  number  of  women  who 
book  with  a midwife  for  the  confinement  is  also  showing  a reduction. 

These  clinics,  which  have  been  established  many  years,  serve 
two  purposes: 

(1)  Medical  care  with  examination  at  frequent  intervals  during 
pregnancy.  Blood  samples  are  taken  from  every  patient 
and  should  any  abnormality  be  detected  the  advice  of  a 
specialist  is  available  immediately. 

(2)  Advice  on  diet,  the  hygiene  of  pregnancy,  mother-craft, 
provision  of  layettes,  provision  of  maternity  packs,  advice 
on  maternity  benefits,  relaxation  exercises,  etc. 

This  second  function  of  a clinic  is  most  important  and  cases 
which  are  booked  with  general  practitioners  would  find  much 
benefit  by  attending  these  clinics. 

(b)  MIDWIVES 

There  is  a full  complement  of  midwives  in  this  area  and  the 
domicilary  midwifery  and  visits  made  to  the  patients  are  given

All  Midwives  have  now  been  supplied  with  a gas  and  air 
outfit  and  the  number  of  cases  who  receive  this  simple  anaesthetic 
to  ease  the  pain  of  child  birth  has  increased. 

(c)  MATERNITY  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION 

Close  co-operation  has  been  established  with  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  and  the  Specialists,  Miss  E.  Peaker  and  Mr.  D. 
R.  L.  Stevenson,  attached  to  the  local  Maternity  Hospitals.  Cases 
which  require  admission  to  hospital  on  medical  grounds  are  admitted 
as  first  priority  after  reference  to  the  Specialists.  Cases  which  require 
admission  to  hospital  for  the  confinement  because  of  overcrowding, 
etc.,  receive  special  consideration  and  the  whole  scheme  is  working 
most  satisfactorily. 

From  the  table  below  it  will  be  seen  that  43  per  cent,  of  the 
births  in  the  district  take  place  in  hospital.  The  remaining  cases 
were  confined  at  home  and  attended  by  the  domiciliary  midwives.

3 — District  Nursing 

This  scheme  is  working  satisfactorily  and  the  Doctors  in  the 
area  make  a direct  call  on  the  services  of  the  Nurses.  With  the 
co-operation  of  the  almoner  at  the  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary, 
and  with  the  Western  Hospital  it  is  now  possible  to  give  continuous 
nursing  assistance  when  a patient  is  discharged  from  hospital  who 
still  requires  that  service.

4 — Home  Helps 

The  service  is  now  widely  recognised  as  an  important  part  of 
the  health  service.  The  number  of  home  help  hours  available  to 
the  district  has  increased  and  a further  increase  is  likely  to  be 
required.  Considering  the  varying  type  of  recipients  of  the  help 
and  the  large  number  of  hours  booked,  there  has  been  practically 
no  criticism  of  the  work  of  the  home  helps.  They  have  done,  and 
are  doing  a most  excellent  job,  often  in  difficult  conditions,  and 
often  giving  extra  unpaid  care  and  kindness,  particularly  to  the 
aged. 
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The  provision  of  hospital  beds  for  chronic  sick  is  still  a major 
problem  for  the  Hospital  Boards  and  one  which  causes  real  hardship 
in  many  cases.  The  provision  of  a home  help  to  supplement  the 
services  of  the  district  nurse  does  ease  the  situation  in  some  cases, 
but  is  very  little  assistance  where  help  is  required  by  day  and  night.

6 — Ptcdiatric  Clinic 

A Specialist  in  diseases  of  children,  Dr.  C.  Harvey,  holds  a 
monthly  clinic.  Children  arc  referred  to  this  Clinic  by  the  general 
practitioners  and  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Clinics. 
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7 — School  Medical  Inspections 

Every  school  child  is  examined  by  a whole-time  Medical 
Officer  at  least  three  times  during  school  life. 

1.  On  entry  to  a Primary  School. 

2.  In  the  last  year  at  a Primary  School. 

3.  In  the  last  year  at  a Secondary  School. 

Additional  special  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  request 
of  the  parents,  teachers,  or  at  the  Medical  Officer’s  discretion. 

When  the  medical  examination  reveals  a defect,  arrangements 
are  in  force  for  the  child  to  receive  the  necessary  advice  and 
treatment.  All  such  cases  are  kept  under  constant  supervision  until 
the  defect  is  cleared  up.

11 — Mental  Health 

The  appointment  of  a Mental  Health  Visitor  and  a Mental 
Social  Worker  to  Divisions  27,  28  and  29  has  enabled  the  mentally 
defective  persons  in  the  area  to  have  more  care  and  supervision. 

The  urgent  need  for  the  provision  of  accommodation  for 
ineducable  children  and  young  adults  in  an  occupation  centre 
cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised.  At  present  there  are  only  3 
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such  persons  attending  in  the  whole  of  the  division,  whilst  others, 
who  should  attend  daily  as  such  a centre,  remain  at  home  and 
require  the  constant  and  anxious  supervision  of  their  parents  and 
relatives. 

The  work  of  the  Mental  Health  Centre  and  the  Social  Worker 
is  being  nullified  by  this  inability  to  give  practical  help. 


12— Ultra  Violet  Light 

A Sun  Ray  apparatus  has  been  allocated  to  the  Division.  At 
present  it  is  situated  at  Bentley  clinic,  but  it  serves  all  the  area.. 


13 — Speech  Therapy 

We  now  share  the  service  of  a speech  therapist  with  two 
neighbouring  divisions.  It  is  hoped  that  the  addition  of  more  speech 
therapists  to  the  County  Staff  will  enable  us  to  have  more  of  Miss 
Tyas’s  time.

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Acceptances  of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  have  increased 
again,  but  continued  efforts  are  being  made  by  all  nurses  to  increase 
the  acceptance  rate. 

The  Public  Health  Service  can  take  credit  for  many 
achievements  but  none  is  greater  than  this  instant  disappearance 
of  Diphtheria.  Complacency  must  be  guarded  against  however,  and 
the  efforts  made  to  increase  the  acceptance  rate  are  not  now  as 
easy  as  when  Diphtheria  was  prevalent  in  the  district.
